Patients. 

No  letters  of  recommendation  are  required,  the  only 
qualification  for  admission  necessary  being  sickness, 
POVERTY  AND  CHILDHOOD. 

Any  suitable  case  that  may  come  under  the  notice  of 
Subscribers  has  only  to  be  brought  to  the  Hospital,  when 
it  will  be  treated  as  far  as  the  resources  of  the  Institution 
will  admit. 


IN-PATIENTS. 

In-Patients,  with  certain  exceptions,  are  required  to 
pay  for  maintenance,  according  to  a  scale  fixed  by  the 
House  Committee. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  daily  from  11  to  12  o’clock. 
Applicants  must  be  accompanied  by  the  mother  or  other 
adult  person.  Urgent  cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 

No  infectious  cases  are  admissible,  nor  must  be 
brought  to  the  Hospital  on  aiiy  pretext. 

In  all  cases  where  it  is  possible,  the  applicant  for 
admission  should  be  brought  to  the  Hospital ;  when,  from 
distance  or  other  sufficient  cause,  this  is  impossible,  the 
two  Certificates  on  Page  4  must  be  filled  up,  and  sent  to 
the  House  Surgeon. 


OUT-PATIENTS. 

Boys  up  to  the  age  of  12,  and  Girls  up  to  14,  suffering 
from  any  illness  not  of  an  infectious  character,  may  be 
brought  to  the  Hospital  for  Treatment  as  Out-Patients 
any  Tuesday  or  Thursday,  at  2-0  o’clock. 

The  mother  or  other  responsible  adult  must  accom¬ 
pany  each  child.  Children  must  NOT  be  brought  to  the 
Hospital  if  there  is  any  infectious  illness  at  the  home. 

Each  patient  should  bring  a  bottle  for  medicine,  and 
a  small  jar  for  ointment. 

EXTRACT  FROM  RULE  4. 

“The  Board  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  refuse  admission 
to,  or  discharge  a  Patient  from  the  Hospital;  and  to  make,  when 
they  think  fit,  a  charge  for  maintenance.”

The  amount  received  from  patients  and  Contribu¬ 
tory  Schemes  for  the  past  year  has  been  £785/17/6 
compared  with  £325/12/2  in  1939. 

The  amount  recovered  on  account  of  Income  Tax 
return  is  £402/5/8,  which  includes  £249/7/0  refund  under 
Deeds  of  Covenant. 

During  the  year  under  review,  there  has  been  one 
change  in  the  Resident  Medical  Officers.  Mrs.  Smith 
was  appointed  House  Psvsician.  Miss  Conyngham, 
House  Surgeon. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  all 
subscribers  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  doing 
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so  would  ask  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
useful  work  for  the  cure  and  improvement  effected  in 
children’s  ailments. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  that  the  patients 
from  outside  Bradford  were  in  hospital  4,304  days,  at  a 
total  cost  of  £2,877/13/9  to  the  Institution.  It  is  very 
satisfactory  to  report  that  outside  support  has  increased, 
mainly  by  the  efforts  of  the  Local  Committees,  whose 
work  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Board  of  Management  also  desires  to  express 
its  hearty  thanks  to  all  who  have  given  personal  service 
during  the  past  year ;  and  its  special  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Hon.  IVIedical  Staff  for  the  efficient  and  loving- 
care  that  has  been  shown  by  them  to  our  suffering*  little 
patients,  and  the  Governors  will  be  invited  to  express 
their  thanks  at  the  forthcoming  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the 
Matron  and  Nurses  for  their  kindly  attention  to  the 
children,  and  their  work  and  efforts  towards  the  Hospital 
services.  These  are  very  greatly  appreciated. 

Messrs.  H.  E.  Wood,  W.  G.  Johnson  and 
R.  Woodhead  were  elected  as  our  representatives  on  the 
Hospital  and  Convalescent  Fund  Executive. 

Dr.  Hayes-Smith  and  Dr.  R.  L.  Langley,  Mr.  H.  H. 
Stewart  and  Mr.  Hart  were  appointed  to  represent  the 
Medical  Staff  on  the  House  Committee. 

This  year,  the  Board  has  received  from  the 
Bradford  Hospital  and  Convalescent  Fund  the  handsome 
sum  of  £7,050/3/4,  and,  in  expressing  its  thanks  for  this 
increased  donation,  feels  that  too  much  praise  cannot 
be  given  to  the  workers  of  this  organisation  and  to 
those  who  have  assisted  in  the  collection  of  funds. 

Considerable  expense  has  been  incurred  during  the 
year  as  it  was  found  necessary  to  instal  a  new  heating- 
boiler  in  place  of  two  that  were  completely  worn  out. 
The  boiler  is  mechanically  fired,  and  is  proving  very 
satisfactory. 

In  March,  the  Board  appointed  Dr.  Langley  as  one 
of  the  Honorary  Physicians  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Dr.  Hamilton. 

A.R.P. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Hospitals  of  the 
country  have  still  to  be  prepared  for  the  reception  of 
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casualties  due  to  enemy  action,  and  further  expense  has 
been  incurred  on  this  account. 

From  experience  gained  during  “  Alerts,”  when 
the  children  were  removed  to  the  shelter,  it  was  found 
advisable  to  arrange  for  sleeping  accommodation,  so  the 
Committee  decided  that  30  double  bunks  with  palletts 
should  be  provided.  These  enable  the  children  to  sleep 
in  the  shelter  until  morning ;  no  ill-effects  have  been 
noticed. 

In  order  that  proper  ventilation  and  fresh  air  are 
maintained  a  fan  has  been  installed  in  the  shelter  which 
changes  the  air  four  times  per  hour. 

Owing  to  orders  having  been  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  the  top  wards  have  been  closed;  this 
caused  certain  difficulties  which  have  been  overcome, 
and  the  Hospital  is  now  able  to  take  in  all  urgent  and 
critical  cases. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  a  number 
of  Voluntary  Stretcher  Bearers  to  be  at  the  Hospital 
every  night,  and  the  Board  is  very  grateful  for  this 
assistance.
